A SIAMESE EXECOTtON. 


IMtod State* KtnUter Cttlif DWcrlbM H>w 
«»•• OitttUttOrirer*'D«e»j>lt*t*tt. 
With a number of Europeans and 


Americans I attended 'a Siamese execu- 
tion, where the sword is nsed in the 
furtherance of justice. The execution 
took place in the square near «ne of the 
wats, open to all. As the. hour set for 
the dread event was four p.m., our party 
secured a carriage, and notwithstanding 
it was raining at:the time, drove 16 the 
ground, but the shower soon passed 
over, the sun shone brightly, and after 
our arrival preparations were' made by 
inserting in the ground tlu-oe bamboo 
crosses about two feet In length, to 
which the urins of the doomed rnen were 
to be tied, they sitting on the ground, 
and three poles about six feet long upon 
which were to be placed the heads of 
the criminals. 
This done the crowd 


was driven buck. The dotofnl sound of 
u gong beating at short intervals, the 
sudden hush of the crowd, told that the 
prisoners were approaching and in the 
center of a sc(ii:ul nf soldiers and police- 
men they enlere-d the plaoe that had 
boon reserved, about thirty feet square. 
The soldiers and police formed 'iri the 
Kijnarc us a, means of keeping the spec- 
tators buck, ii Siamese nobleman ex- 
amined the crosses to see that every thing 
was ready, the judges of the court were 
in attendance, escorteit by attendants 
bearing swords in red velvet sheaths. 


The prisoners, three in number, (the 


King, who is very humane, having com- 
muted the sentence of fourteen to im- 
prisonment fin- life un his birthday), 
sormittd perfectly cool nnd collected. 
They had each a long bamboo pool, 
some six feet in lengtlx, on their necks, 
in the front of which was an oval piece 
of wood through which their hands were 
placed, with chains on their neeka 
and legs. In a short time the yokes 
ami chains on their necks were taken 
off and as the ground was wet and 
muddy by the tramping of the crowd, 
large banana leaves were placed on the 
ground and they were ordered to squat 
down on them; then they were fastened 
to the crosses, the flowers and sticks 
were stuck in the ground in front of 
them, the sticks lighted and for a few 
minutes the victims of the law prayed 
most fervently in silence, they having 
boon engaged in paryer at the wat 
about four hours previous to being 
brought to the place of execution. This 
over, mud was inserted In their ears So 
that they could not hear the execution- 
ers when they approached, and were in- 
structed to lean forward and keep their 
eyes rive.ted on the flowers and burning 
sticks. While waiting the coming of the 
executioners, the chief of the band of 
robbers smoked a cigarette, and it wate 
only by the heaving of his chest thar 
one could detect nny emotion. All of a 
sudden the crowd parted, three execu- 
tioners.dressed in red with gold fringe on 
their clothes, glided through the open- 


ing, 
dancing as they came, saluted with 


thuir shining swords, and on reaching 
the prisoners the bright steel flashed in 
the air, you heard a thud, the head fell 
to one side, hanging by a piece of skin, 
and the law was avenged. With an- 
other salute the executioners disap- 
peared; then a man with a sharp knife 
severed the heads and stuck them on 
the poles, a, hideous sight,, then coolly 
chopped the hands of the dead men off 
so as to get the irons that were solidly 
riveted on, and the bodies were left on 
the ground for the vultures to eat or for 
their friends to steal and give burial 
after nightfall. The head* were taken 
oft'simultaneously, 30 quick that I could 
scarcely realize it, and it seemed to me 
that death was instantaneous, save that 
the heads showed spasmodic action, the 
eyes and mouth opening and Shutting, 
which lasted for some time after being 
on the poles. 


The crowd in attendance was most 


orderly, not a drunken man to be seen, 
and entire silence prevailed, and when 
the execution was over left the grounds 
without the least confusion and there 
could not have been less than a thou- 
sand present. 


The scene was one that could not fail 


to impress the crowd of spectators; the 
small grass plot, cordon of police soldiers 
with a mass of faces peering behind 
them, the 111rco prisoners attached to the 
crosses with heads bent forward, the 
entrance of the scarlet-clad execution- 
ers with gloaming swords, thoir sinuous 
sidelong dance until they had reached 


I lie rear of the doomed men, then, like 
:i MtiHli of lightning, the bright ateel 
jilriininl am) t.hnie violators of law had 
ce.-wwl to exlsl, the blood spurting in 
j«ls from the torso while the head hung 
by a small piece of skin, as the execu- 
tioner never cuts the head clear oft'. 
Two of tin! li'«lies fell over on the ground 
while one ivinained erect. The prison- 
ers were old offenders; one of them, I 
was informed, having been implicated 
in lil'temi riibliories and several murders. 
lie was tin,' rliief. but had 
slipped 


through the meshes of the law repeat- 
edly by the list- of money; the others 
were younger nmn and one of worthy 
parentage, but his money did not save 


him. 
as an 
example was 
needed 


to put a stop to outlawry, and it has 
iloni- it, for the robberies have ceased, 
and the band is broken up.—Bangkok 
(Siam) Cor. Richmond Conservator.

The most Interesting spot in this 


State-in fact, one of the most curious 
in all Mexico—lies about thirty miles 
•outhwwt of the city of Zacatecai, near 
the Imiinn village called La Qnemada. 
It is an immense collection of ruins 
whose origin has puzzled the scientist* 
of the world, and to this day it remain* 
an open question by what people, they 
were built. Not a trac« of the ancient 
name of the mined city nor that of the 
natives who inhabited it centuries ago 
it anywhere to be found. The rocky 
eminence upon which It stands, called 
"El Cerro de los Ediflcios," rises ab- 
ruptly from the plain like another 
Acropolis. 
The summit is reached by 


an ancient causeway on the northern 
aide, which ascends with easy slope, 
guarded by bastions and a double wall, 
while on tbe other side the precipitous 
rocks form natural defenses. 


The entire mountain is 
covered 


thickly with ruins, but chiefly on the 
southern side may be traced the re- 
mains of magnificent temples, pyra- 
mids, altars and efllnces of sacrifice, all 
cut from splid basalt and rising in the 
highest part more than four hundred 
feet above the surrounding country. 
The rock-built walls were formerly 
Joined by mortar, but the stones—many 
of which are twenty feet thick and of 
correspondlngheight—nre held in place 
mainly by their own massireness

U is u double wull, the first one, (ten 
feet thick), being covered with smooth 
cement, and the second wall built close 
against it 
Its platform, which faces 


toward tho south, is nearly one hun- 
dred feet square, and on its center 
stands the remains of ft circular build- 
ing, 
while the middle of the quadrangle 


is occupied by a mound of stones, 
doubtless an altar. 


Not far beyond, by a broad opening 


between two massive and perfect walls, 
we entered upon an enormous square or 
court. This space is surrounded on 
three sides by an elevated terrace hav- 
ing steps cut in the center of each side 
by which to descend to the square. 
Ench terrace is backed by a wall 
twenty by nine feet. From the east 
an entrance thirty feet wide communi- 
cates with this conrt, and on the south 
arn two openings, scarcely smaller, 
while on the west Is only one very nar- 
row door-way lending to an artificial 
eavo or dungeon. 


On the north this square is cut off by 


tho stoop mountain, and in the center 
of that .side stands a pyramid, with 
seven distinct ledges. Immediately be- 
hind this pyramid, and all in that por- 
tion facing the square, are numerous 
tiers of seats, either scooped out of tha 
rocks or built up of rough stones. 
In 


the middle of the square, due south of 
the pyramid, 1* a small, quadrangular 
pile of stones five feet high and seven 
foot wide at the summit. Unquestion- 
ably this was an altar, and from the 
whole character of the place in which 
it stands, the peculiar form of the pyra- 
mid, 
the surrounding terrace and the 


seats on the mountain side, there can 
be no doubt that it was once, a grand 
hall of assembly and of sacrifice. 


Not one of our guides or servants 


could bo induced to enter the cave, 
about which many superstitious stories

Having no torches with 


which to explore it we could merely 
see that It had a narrow, well-built en- 
trance, showing in many places the re- 
mains of tmooth plastering

the sacrifice
